Rests  are  characters  denoting  silence,  equal  in  duration  to  that  of  the  Notes  which  they  represent,  and  are  intend- 
ed, either  to  produce  some  particular  effect,  or  to  complete  the  Measure.     When  there  is  a  rest  of  several  Mcasurcf 
which  frequently  occurs  in  playing  with  other  instruments,  the  number  of  Measures  is  either  marked  by  a  figur*) 
over  the  Staff,  or  by  small  strokes  across  it.
